The following Act of Parliament recoived ihe assent oE the President on 
the 15th April, 1950 and is hereby published for general information:- — 

THE PART 0 STATES (LAWS) AOT, 1950. 

No. XXX of I960 

An Act to provide for the extension of laws to certain Part G Pltiites, 

Be it enacted by Parliament as follows: — 

1. Short title and commencement.— -(1) ThiB Act may be called the Part C 
States (Laws) Act, 1950. 

(2) It shall oome into force on the 16th day of April, 1950 

2. Power to extend enactments to certain Part O States.— The Central 

Government may, by notification m the Official Gazelle extcud to any Part C 
State (olhcr than Coorg and (ho Andaman and Nicobar Islands) or to any part 
of such State, with r -ur , h restrictions and modifications as H thinks fit, any 
enactment whiili is in force m n Pm t A Stale nt the d tie of (he notification; 
and, provision mav bn made m -inv enactment so extended foi 1 he lepenl or 
amendment of anv corresponding lav, (otbei than a Central Act) which is for the 
time boing applicable to that Part C State. 

3. Extfinsipn of laws to Tripura, Vindhya Pradesh and Manipur.— m The 

Acts and pjmnances specified in the Schedule to the Merged States (Laws) 
Act, 1949 (TlrE^of 19491, arc hereby extended lo, and shall bp in force in, the 
States of Tripura and Vindhya Pradesh, us they are generally in force in the 
territories to which they extend immediately before the commencement of this 
Act 


(2) The Acts and Ordinances referiej to in sub-section (7), other than those 
specified m the Schedule to this Aci, are hereby extended to, .md shall be in 
force in, the State of Manipur as thev me generally in knee m the territories 
to which thev extend immediately befoie the commencement of this Act 

Prowled that the Indian Penal Code (Act XLV of 1800) in its application 
to the State of Manipur shall have effeH as if — 

(a) in section 361, for the word “eighteen ’ the word “fifteen” had 

been substituted, and

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(6) in section 375, for the word “sixteen” in clause Fifthly the word 
“fourteen ’ lind been substituted, and tor the word “fifteen” iu the Excep- 
tion the word “thnteen” had been substituted. 

(3) For the purpose of facilitating the application in Ihe said States of any 
Such Act or O) dinanee a s aforesaid, any court or other authority may construe 
the Act or Ordinance with such alterations not affecting the substance as may 
be necessary or proper to adapt it to the matter before the court or other autho- 
rity. 

4. Repeals and savings. — Section 7 of the Delhi Laws Act, 1912 (XITI of 
1912), the Ajmer-Merwara (Extension of Lawb) Act, 1947 (LTI of 1947), and 
any law which immediately before the commencement of this \et is in force 
in any of the States ot Manipur, Tripura and Vindhya Rnidesh and corresponds 
to an Act or Ordinance extended to that State by tbis Act, are hereby repealed: 

Provided that the repeal shall not affect — 

(a) the previous operation of any such law, or 

(h) any penalty, forfeiture or punishment incurred in respect of any 
offence committed against any such law, or 

(o) any investigation, .legal proceeding or remedy in i aspect of any 
such penalty, forfeiture or punishment, 
and any such investigation, legal proceeding or remedy may be instituted, con- 
tinued or enforced, and any such penally, forfeiture or punishment may be im- 
posed, as if this Act had not been passed : 

Provided further that, subject to the preceding proviso, anything done <~ 
any action talon, including any appointment or delegation made, notification, 
order, instruction or direction issued, rule regulation, form, bye-law or scheme 
framed, certificate, patent, permit or licence granted or registration effected, 
under such Jaw shall be deemed to have been done or taken under reel ion 2 or, 
08 the cose may be, under the eoi responding provision of Dig AH or Ordinance 
as now extended to the State by section 3, and shall continue in force according- 
ly, unlei-s and until snpeiseded by anything done or any action taken under the 
said section 2 or, as the case may big under the said Act or Oidinuncm

THE ADMINISTRATION OF EVACUEE PROPERTY ACT, 1950 

No. XXXI of I960 

An Act to provide for the administration of evacuee property and for certain 

matters connected therewith. 

Be it enacted by Parliament us follows: — 

GIT A PTE R I 
Preliminary 

1. Short title and extent. — (7) This Act may bo called the Administration 
of Evacuee Property Act, 1950, 

(9) It oxtends to the whole of India except tho States of Assam, West 
Bengal, Tripura, Manipur and Jammu and Kashmir. 

2. Definitions. — In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “allotment” means the grant by a person duly authorised in this 
bcholt of a right of use or occupation of any immovable evacuee property- 
to any other person, but does not include n grant by way of lease; 

(b) “Custodian-General” means the Custodian-General of Evacues 
Property in India appointed by the Central Government under section 5; 

(o) “Custodian” means the Custodian for the .State, and includes 
Any Additional, Deputy or Assistant Custodian of evacuee property 
appointed in that State; 

(. d ) “evacuee” means any person, — 

(i) who, on account of the setting up of the Dominions of India 
and Pakistan or ori account of civil disturbances or (be fear of such 
disturbances, leaves or has, on or after the 1st day of March, 1947, 
left, any place in a State tor any place outs de the (err Tories now 
forming part of India, or 

(ii) who is resident in any place now forming part of Pakistan and 
who for that reason is unable to occupy, supervise or manage in person 
bis property in any part of the territories to which this A°t 
extends, or whose property in any part of the said territories has ceased 
to be occupied, supervised or managed by any person or is being 
occupied, supervised or managed by an unauthorised porson, or 

(Hi) who has, after the 14th duy of August, 1947, obtained, other- 
wise than by way of purchase or exchange, any right to, interest in 
or benefit from any property w hieh is treated ns evacuee or abandoned 
properly under any law for the time being in force in Pakistan; 

Explanation . — For the pmposes of sub-clause (Hi), the acquisition of any 
right to, interest in or benefit from any such property ns is referred to in that 
sub-clause by a firm, private limited company or trust of which any person or 
any member of the family of such person wholly dependent on him for the 
ordinary necessaries of life is a partner, member or beneficiary, as the case 
may be, shall be deemed to be an acquisition by that person within the meaning 
of that sub-clause. 

a "intending evacuee” means any person who, after the 14th day of 
, 1947,— 

(i) has transferred to Pakistan his assets or any part thereof 
situated in any part of the terriotrios to which this Act extends. 
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Provided that the transfer to Pakistan of any reasonable sum of 
money in accordance with the rules mude in this behalf by the Central 
Government, for the purpose of firmneng any transaction in the ordi- 
nary courso of hia trade or Cor the maintenance of any member of the 
family of such person shall not be deemed to be a transfer of assets 
within the meaning of this sub-clause, or 

(fi) has acquired, if the acquisition has been made in person, by 
way of purchuso or exchange, or if the acqu.sitiou 1ms been made by 
or through a member of his family, in uny manner whatsoever, any 
right to, interest in, or benefit from any property, which is treated as 
evacuee or abandoned property under any law for the time being in 
fotee in Pakistan, 

Explanation. — Por the purposes of sub-ciauBe (if), tho acquisition of 
any right to, interest iu or benefit from any such properly as is referred to in 
that sub-olause by a firm, private limited oompany or trust of which any persoD 
is a partner, member or beneliciary, as the case may be, shall be deemed to be 
an acquisition by that porson within the meaning of that sub-clause; or 

(in) has, by the execution of any document of transfer in writing,, 
whether registered or not, or by means of any other dooument in writ- 
ing, sought to effect an exchange of the whole or any part of his pro- 
perty situated in any part of the territories to which this Act 
extends, with any proporty situated in Pakistan; 

and includes any person against whom an intention to settle in Pakistan is 
established from his conduct or from documentary evidence. 

if) “evacuee property” means any property in which an evacuee has 
any right or interest (whether personally or as a trustee or as a bene- 
ficiary or in any other capacity), and includes any property — 

( 1 ) winch has been obtained by any person from an evacuee after 
the 14th day of August, 1947, by any mode of transfer, unless such 
transfer has been confirmed by the Custodian, or 

(9) belonging to any porson who, after the 18th day of October, 
1949, has done or does any of the acts specified in clause (e) of section 
2, or in which nny such pei son has any right or interest, to the extent 
of sueh right or interest, 

but does not include — 

(i) any ornament and any wearing apparel, cooking vessels or 
other household effects in the immediate possession of an evacuee; 

(it) any property belonging to a joint stock company, the 
registered office of which was situated before the 15th day of 
August, 1947, in any place now forming part of Pakistan and 
continues to be so situated after the said date ; 

( g ) “member of the family” means any member of the family of any 
person who is wholly dependent upon the earnings of such person for the 
provision of the o>-di'ini\ nt cos'-inics of life or who shares w ib such person 
in (he ordinary expenses of tho household to which they jointly belong 
or who owns property or carries on business jointly with such person; 

(h) “prescribe 1” means prescribed by rules made under this Act; 

(t) "property” means property of any kind, and includes any right or 
interest in such property; 
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(j) “unauthorised pet son” means nnv person (whether duly empowered 
in tills beluilJ by the evacuee oi otluiwise) who, niter the 14th day of 
Augubt, 1947, has been occupying, supeivibuig or managing the property 
of an evacuee without the appioval oi the Cubtohan. 

3, References to enactments not in force in Part B States. — In the applica- 
tion of tins Act to any Pnil B State, unless the context otherwise requires, 
reference's to any enactment in foiee in Part A States hut not in foice in that 
Part B State shall tie cnmtiued as referent eh to the corresponding enactment, 
if any, in forco in that Pait B Slate. 

4. Act to override other laws. — The proviHion H of this Act and of the rules 
and orders mude tliereun ler ahull have effect notwithstanding anything in- 
consistent therewith contained in any other law tor the time being in force 
< 0 r m nny instrument having effect by virtue of any bueh law. 

CHAPTER II 

Evacuee Phopftity ami vesting thereof ra hie Custodian 

6, Appointment of Oustodian-General, Deputy Custodians-General, etc. — 

The Cinlrnl Govei mn«nt may , by not fication n (tie Official Gazette, appoint a 
Cintc/han-Gi neral aid ns main Deputy and Assistant Custodians-Gencral as 
may be necessary for the purpose of disehnigmg Hie duties imposed upon the 
Custodian-General and the Deputy mid Ass stunt Custodimis-General by or 
undei this Act 

6. Appointment of Custodians, etc. — (7) The Stale Government may, in 
conciliation with the CusLodnm-Goneuil, by notification m the Official Gazette, 
appoint for the State a Custodian, and ns many Additional, Deputy oi Assistant 
Custodians of evacuee property a-, mnv he new fi.sary for the purpose of dis 
charping the duties imposed on the Custodian by or under tins Act. 

(9) subject to the provisions of this Act, all Custodians, Additional, Doputv 
or Assistant Custodians of evacuee pioperty shall discharge the duties imposed 
on t.hem by or under this Act uuder the general superintendence and control 
of the Custodian-General 

Subject to the provisions of sub-section (2), Additional, Deputy and 
Assistant Custodians bhsll disc hinge the duties imposed on them by or under 
this Act under the general superintendence and control of the Custodian for 
the State, but the State Goxmunuit may, by general oi spacial older, provide 
for the dsti billion of work among them 

7. Notification of evacuee property. — (f) Where the Custodian is of opinion 

that any property is evacuee pioputy within (he m< ailing of this Act, 
he may, after causing notice' thereof to lie given in such manner as may be 
piesaihed to the persons inteiisted, an l utter holding such Inquiry into the 
muilir ns the c ircnnistanoos of I lie case permit, pass an oidet clet lining any such 
property to be evacuee properly 

(2) Wheic a notice bus been issued under sub-scotnr (1) in respect of any 
property, sir'll property shall, pend ng the deleituin ot the question 

whether it is evacuee prnp.rtv or otherwise, be incapable of being transferred 
or charged m any way, except with the leave ot the r unoduui, and no person 
shall he capable of taking any benefit from such transfer or charge except with 
such leave. 

(.9) The Custodian shair, from time to time, notify, either hy publication in 
The Official Gazette or in such other manner as mnv be prescribed, all properties 
declared by him to be evaouee properties unler sub-section (7). 
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8. Vesting of evacuee property in the Custodian. — (1) Any property declared) 

to be evacueo property under section 7 shall be deemed to have vested in the 
Custodian for the State,— 

(a) in the case of the property of an evacuee ns defined in sub-olause 

(i) of clause (d) of section 2, from the date on which he leaves or left any 
place in a State for any place outside the territories now forming part of 
India; 

(b) in the case of the property of un evacuee as defined in sub-clause 
(it) of clause (d) of section 2, from the 15th day of August, 1947; and 

(c) in the case of any other property, from the date of the notice given 
under sub-seotion (7) of section 7 in respect thereof. 

(2) Where immediately beforo tho commencement of this Act, any property 
in a State had vested as evacuee property in any person exercising tlie powers 
of Custodian under any law repealed hereby, the property shall, on the com- 
mencement of this Act, be deemed to be evacuee property declared as such 
within the meaning of this Act and shall be deemd to have vested in the 
Custodian appointed or deemed to have been appointed for the Slate under this 
Act, and shall continue to so vest: 

Provided that uliere at the commencement of this Act there is pending 
before (he High Court, tho Custodian or any olher authority for or in any State 
any proceeding under section 8 or section SO of the Adminisi ration of Evacuee 
Property Ordinance, 1049 (XII of 1019), or under any other corresponding 
law repealed by the Administration of Evacuee Property Ordinance, 194& 
(XXVII of 1919), then notwithstanding anything contained in this Act or in any 
other law for the timo being in force, such proceeding shall be disposed of os if 
the definitions of ‘evacuee proporty' and ‘evacuee’ contained in section 2 of this 
Act had become applicable thereto. 

(3) Where any property in a , State belonging to u joint stock company had 
vested in uny person exercising the powers of a Custodiun under any law 
previously in force, then nothing contained in clause (/) of section 2 shall affect 
the operation of snb-si otion (2), but the State Government may, by notifica- 
tion in the Official Gazette, direct that tire Custodian shall be divested of any 
such proporty in such manner and after such period os may be specified in the 
notification. 

(A) Where after any evacuee property has vested in the Custodian any 
person is in possession thereof, he shall be deempd to bo holding 
it on behalf of the Custodian and shall on demand surrender possession of it to 
the Custodian or to any other person duly authorised by him in this behalf. 

9. Power of Custodian to take possession of evacuee property vested in him.— 

If en^ jierson in possession of any evneuto property refuses or fails on demand 
to surrender possession thereof to the Custodiun or to un.v person duly aulhorised 
by him in this behalf, tho Custodian may use or cause to be used such force as 
may be necessary for taking possession of such property and may, for this 
purpose, after giving reasonable warning and facility to any woman not appear- 
ing in public to withdraw, remove or break open any lock, bolt or any door or 
do any ofhor act necessary for the said purpose. 

10. Powers and duties of the Custodian generally.— (7) Subject to the pro- 
visions of any rules that may be made in this helmlf, the Custodian may take 
such measures as ho considers necessary or expedient for the purposes of 
Securing, administering, preserving and managing any evacuee property and 
generally for the purpose of enabling him satisfactorily to discharge any of the- 
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duties imposed on him by or under this Act and may, for any such purpose as 
aforesaid, do all acts and incur all expenses necessary or incidental thereto. 

(8) Without prejudice to the generality of the provisions contained in sub- 
section (I), the Custodian may, for any of th e purposes aforesaid, — 

(a) carry on the business of the evacuee ; 

( b ) appoint a manager for the property of the evacuee or for carrying 
on any business or undertaking of the evacuee and authorise the manager 
to exercise any of the powers of the Custodian under this section; 

(c) enter, or authorise any other person to enter, any land or premises 
to inspect any evacuoo property, 

(d) take all such measures as may be necessary to keep any evacuee 
property in good repair; 

( e ) complete any building which has vested in him and whioh requires 
to bo completed ; 

( f) require any person, notwithstanding nnything to th e contrary con- 
tained in any other law for the time being in force relating to the disclosure 
of any information by a public servant or any other person, to furnish such 
returns, accounts or other information in relation to any property and to 
produce such documents in his possession as the Custodian considevg 
necessary for the discharge of his duties under this Act; 

( q ) require any banking company to furnish such information as the 
Cusiodiau may require with respect to remittances made after the 14th 
day of August, 1947, to any such area outside India as may be specified 
by the Custodian, either generally, or with reference to any person or claBS 
of persons , 

(h ) search any building or place in which Ihe Custodian has reason to 
believe that any evacuee property or nny document tending to show that 
any person is an evacuee or (bat any property is evacuee property Jh being 
kept or concealed and take possession thereof; 

(i) take such action ns may be necessary for the recovery of any debt 
due to the evacuee; 

( j ) institute, defend or continue any legnl proceeding in any civil or 
revenue court on behalf of the evacuee or refer any dispute between the 
evacuee and any other person to arbitration or compromise any claims, 
debts or liabilities on behalf of the evacuee; 

(It) raise on the security of the evacuee property such loans as may be 
necessary ; 

(7) in any case where the evacuee property which has vested m the 
Ousfodian consists ot a share or shares in a eompnnv, cxireisc, notwith- 
standing anything to the conk uv contained in (he Indian Companies Act, 
19111 (VT1 of 19111) or in the .utieles of association of the company, the 
samo rights in the matter ot making a requisition for ( lie convening of a 
meeting or of presenting ,i pelition to (he Court under the piovisions of 
the Indian Companies Act, 19111, or Ihe articles of association of the 
company or in anv other mailer ns Ihe evacuee shareholder himself could 
have done had he been piesent, although the name of the Custodian does 
not appear in the register of members of the company ; 

(m) incur nnv expenditme, including the payment of taxes, duties, 
cesses and rates to Government or to any local authority or of any amounts 
due to any employee of the evacuee or of any debt due by the evacuee to 
any person; 
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(n) pay to the evucueo, or to nnv member of liis family or to any other 
person ns in the opinion oi the Custodian ig entitled thereto, any sums of 
money out of the funds in his possession ; 

(o) transfer in any manner whatsoever any evacuee property, notwith- 
standing anything to the contrary contained in any law or agreement relat- 
ing thereto: 

Provided that the Custodian ahull not sell any immovable, property or 
any business or other undertaking of the evacuee, except with the previous 
approval of the Custodian General; 

(p) invest any money held by him in any of the securities approved by 
the Central G-overnmcrvb or in the prescribed manner ; 

fq) delegate, by general or special order, all or any of his functions 
under this Act to such officers or personb as he thinks fit: 

Provided that the Custodian shall not delegate any of his functions 
under clause (g) or clause (ti) to any officer or person below the rank of an 
Assistant Custodian. 

11. Special provisions with respect to certain trust properties. — (7) Where 
flDy evacuee property which has vested in the Custodian is property in trust 
for a public purpose of a religious rr chavilable nntuie, the property shall remain 
vested in the Custod'an only until .such time ns li-esh trustees are appointed in 
the manner provided by law, and pending the appointment of fresh trustees 
the trust property and the income thereof shall he applied by the Custodian 
for fulfilling, ns far as possible, the purpose of the trust, 

Explanal’on — lu this sub-section ‘property in trust for n public purpose of a 
religious or charitable naluie’ includes a public wakf and chc expression 
‘trustee’ includes n muiawdh of such wakf. 

(S) In respect of any Wahf-alal-avlad , — 

(a) where the muLawalli is an evacuee, the property forming the 
subject-matter of the wakf shall vest in the Custodian subject to the rights 
ot the beneficial ies under the wakf, if any, who are not evacuees; 

( b ) where not all the beiiefieiaties ate evacuees, the rights and interests 
cf smelt of the beneficiaries- as are evacuees shall alone vest in the Custodian. 

12. Power to vary or cancel leases or allotments of evacuee property. — (2j 

Notwithstanding anything ronlninod in any other law for (ho lime being in force, 
the Ouslodian may cancel any allotment or lerminate any lease or amend the 
terms of my lease or agreement under which arty evacuee property is held 01 
occupied by a person, whole such allotment, lease or agreement baa been 
granted or entered into after the 14th day of August, 1947, 

(2) Where bv reason of any notion taken under sub-section (7), -my person 
has censed to he entitled to possession of any evacuee property, he shall on 
demand by the Custodian surrender possession of such property to Hie Custodian 
or to any person duly authorised by him in this behalf. 

(.9) If auv person fails to surrender possession of anv property on demand 
under sub-section (I?), the Custodian may, notwithstanding anything to the 
contrary contained in nnv other law for the time being in force, eject such person 
and take possession of such property hi the manner provided in section 9. 

13. Payments to Custodian to be valid discharge.— (2) Any amount due to 

any evacuee in respect of any property which has vested in the Custodian or in 
respect of any transnolion entered into bv the evacueo, shall be paid to the 
Custodian bv the person liable to pay the same. 
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(3) Any payment mado otherwise than m accordance with sub-section (I) 
shall not dischaige the person paying it from his obligation to pay th; amount 
due, and shall not afleet the right ot the Custodian to enforce Buoh obligation 
against any such person 

14, Recouping of expenditure by Custodian. — Any expenditure incurred by 
the Custodian in the exercise ot' any power conferred bv or un ler this Act 
shall, in relation to any evacuee property in respect of which it hnB been 
incurred, be a charge on such property and shall, subject to the provisions of 
Beet, ion 51, have priority over all other - charges on the property, and such 
expenditure may be met or recouped by I he Custodian out of the income 
accruing from Mich property or the sale proceeds thereof. 

1c. Maintenance of accounts by Custodian. — (1) The Custodian Bhall main- 
tain a separate account ot the property ol each evacuee possession whereof has 
been taken by him, and shall cause to be made therein enlries of all receipts 
and expenditure in respect thereof. 

( 2 ) The accounts shall be maintained in such form and in such manner as 
may be prescribed. 

(3) The Slate Government shall cause the acoounls maintained under 
this section lo be hispecled and audiled at such intervals and by such persons 
ns may be prescribed. 

10. Restoration of property. — (I) The Custodian inav, on application made 
’to him in this behalf in writing by an evacuee or any person claiming to be the 
heir of an evacuee, restore, subject to such terms and conditions ns lie may 
think fit to impose, the evacuee property to which the cvaouce or other person 
would have been entitled if this Act were not in force: 

Provided that th e applicant produces in support, of his application a certi- 
ficate from the Central Government, or from any person authorised by it in 
this behalf, to the effect that the evacuee properly may be so restored if the 
applicant, is otherwise entitled thereto. 

(2) On receipt of an application under sub-section (I), the Custodian shall 
oause public notice thereol to he given in the prescribed manlier and, after 
holding a summary inquiry inlo the claim in such manner as may be prescribed, 
may— 

(a) make a formal order declaring thut the property shall be roslored 

to the applicant; or 

(h) reject the application; or 

(c) refer the applicant lo a civil court for (lie determination of his 

claim and title to the property: 

Provided Unit no order for restore 1 ion shall he made un lcr this section, 
unless provision has been made in Ihe prescribed manner for the recovery of 
any f mount due to the Cuslodinn in i e-pet I of Ihe property or the management 
thereof 

(.3) Upon the I'f-'teinliou of the propci ty lo the evacuee or to the heir, as 
the case mnv be, the Custodian shall stand absolved of all responsibilities in 
respect of the property so restored, bid snob restoration shall not prejudice the 
rights, if any, in respect of the property which any other person may bo entitled 
to enforce against the person to whom the property bus been so restored: 

Provided that every lease granted in respect of the property by or on behalf 
>of t ho Custodian shall have effect against the person to whom restoration is 
ftnade until such lease is determined by lapse of time or by operation of law. 
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{4) The Custodian shall, on demand, furnish to the evacuee or to the heir, 
R9 the case may be, a statement containing an abstract of the account of the. 
income reoeived and expenditure incurred iu respeot of the property. 

CHAPTER I1J 

CERTAIN CONSEQUENCES OF PROPERTY VESTING IN CUSTODIAN 

17. Exemption from attachment, sale, etc. — (I) Save as otherwise expressly 

provided in this Act, no property which has vested in the Custodian 
shall be liable to attachment, distress or salo in execution of an order of a 
Court or of any other authority, and no injunction in respect of any such pro- 
perty shall be granted by any court or other authority. 

_ (?) Savo as otherwibo expressly provided in thib Act, any attachment or 
injunction subsisting on the commencement of this Act in respect of any 
evueuee property which has vested in the Custodian shall cease to have effect 
on such commencement, and any transfer of evacuee property under orders of 
a court or any other authority made after the 1st day of March, 1947, shall 
be set aside, if an application is made to such court or authority by oi’ ut the 
instance of the Custodian within six months from the commencement of 
this Act. 

18. Occupancy or tenancy right not to be extinguished. Nothing contained 
in any other law for the time being in force shall be deemed to extinguish the 
right of occupancy ill any land or the site ol any house or other building of an 
evacuee which has \eslcd in the Custodian and, notwithstanding anvthing 
contained in any such Jaw, neither the evacuee nor the Custodian, whether as 
au occupancy tenant or as a tenant for a fixed term of any land or the site of 
any house or other building, shall be liable to be ejected or deemed to hav» 
become so liable on any ground whatsoever for any default oi the Custodian, 

CHAPTER IV 

Property op intending Evacuees 

19. Declaration ol person as intending evacuee.- (1) Where the Custodian 
has reason to believe that r person is an intending evacuee, he may, by notice 
served in the prescribed manner, call upon such person to show cause why he 
should not be declared au intending evacuee, and shall, after holding such 
inquiry into the matter as the circumstances thereof permit, and alter tailing 
such evidence as may be produoed by or on behalf of the person showing cause, 
pass an order (stating the reasons therefor) either declaring such person to be 
flu ini ending evacuee or closing the caso. 

(?) Any declaration made under sub-section (2) shall lv published in the- 
Official Gazette. 

(,3) The Custodian may, pending determination of the question whether any 
person is, an intending evacuee or otherwise, attach in the prescribed manner 
any property in the State in which such person lias a right oi interest, and 
during the pendency of such attachment, tho property shall be incapable of 
being transferred or charged in any way, except with the leave of the Custodian, 
and no person shall be capable of Inking any benefit from such transfer or 
charge except with such leave, 

20. Consequences of declaration that a person Is an intending evacuee. 

No person, in respect of whom a declaration has boen made under section 19 
that he is an intending evacuee, shall transfer in any manner whatsoever any 
immovable property, in which he has any right or interest, situated in any 
part, of the territories to which tiiis Act extends, except with the previous 
approval of the Custodian, and any transfer made in contravention of the pro- 
visions of this section shall be void and of no effect. 
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21. Powers ol Custodian generally in respect ol property of Intending 
evacuees. — For the purposes of preserving any property in which any person in 
respect of whom a declaration has been made under section 19 that he is an 
intending evacuee has any right or interest, the Custodian may,— 

(ul by order in writing, require any suoh person to furnish such returns, 
accounts or other information in relation to any such property and to 
produce such documents in his possession as the Custodian may require; 

(fc) inspect the books of account or other documents maintained by 
or in the possession of such person; 

(o) pass such orders or direct such action to be taken in relation to any 
such property as may be considered by him to be necessary; 

(d) by order in writing, prohibit the transfer to Pakistan of auy sum 
of monev belonging to any such person or permit such transfer Bubjeot- 
to such conditions and restrictions as the Custodian may think fit to 
impose. 

22. Declaration of property of Intending evacuee as evacuee property ini 
certain cases. — If the Custodian is satisfied — 

(a) that any person in respect of whom a declaration has been made 
under section 19 that ho is an intending evacuee, has made a transfer of 
any property in ccntravcnt .on of section 20, or bus tailed io comply with 
any order made under clause (c) or clause (d) of section 21 ; or 

(!)) after suoh enquiry as may bo prescribed, that the circumstances 
relating to any person, in respect of whom a declaration has been so made 
on tiie ground that after the 14th day of August, 1947, and before the loth 
day of October, 1949, he had done any of the acts specified in sub-clauses 
(ij to (in) oi clause (e) of section 2, aio such as may be proscribed as cons- 
tituting a preparation for his migrating to Pakistan, 

the Custodian may declare auy property situated in the State in which 
such [ei won has any right or interest to lie evacuee pioperiy, and on the issue 
of such notification any property specified in the notification shall be deemod 
to be evacuee property which has vested in the Custodian within the meaning 
of this Act, 

Explanation. — The following shall be deemed to he some of the circum- 
stances prescribed under clause (h), namely — 

(f) the transfer to Pakistan by any person referred to in that clause 

of a substantial portion of his assetb situated in any part of the territories 

lo -which Ibis Act extends, or 

(it) the acquisition of, or the declaration ot an intention to acquire, 
Pakistan nationality by any such person. 

23. Intending evacuee acquiring evacuee or abandoned property in Pakistan 

for inadequate consideration 'to make good the deficiency.— ^ (1) Where any 
person in respect of whom a declaration has been made under section 19 that 

he is an intending evacuee lias eitln r personally or through any . other 

agency acquired, whether before or after the commencement of this Act, 
any light to, interest in or benefit from auy propci ty which is treated as 
evacuee or abandoned property under any law 7 for the time being in force id 
Pakistan for a consideration which, in the opinion of the Custodian, is neither 
reasonable nor adequate, the Custodian may, after notice to such person and 
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after affording him a reasonable opportunity ot being heard and after holding 
such inquiry as the circumstances ol the case permit, determine, by order in 
writing, the amount, if any, by which tho consideration, in his opinion, falls 
short of the real value of the property so acquired, and require such person to 
pay the amount to the Custodian within such time as may be specified in the 
order. 

( 2 ) If the amount is not paid within the time specified, or within such further 
time as the Custodian may allow, the Custodian may take possession of so much 
of the property ot such intending evacuee as would be sufficient to cover the 
amount in the case of movable property, or as would afford a reasonable 
security for the recovery of the amount in the case of immovable property. 

(3) The Custodian may, for tho purpose of realising any amount payable by 
such intending evacuee under the provisions of this section, transfer in any 
manner whatsoever nny immovable property which has been taken possession 
of by him under sub-section (2). 


CHAPTER V 

Aruusms, Review and Revision 

24. Appeals from orders under sections 7, 13, 19 oncl 30. ~~{1) Any ptrgon 
aggrieved by an order made under section 7, section 10, section 19 or section 40 
may prefer an appeal in such manner and within such fime as. may bo pres- 
cribed, — 

(a) to the Custodian, where the original order has been passed by a 
Deputy or Assistant Custodian; 

( b ) to the Custodian-dcneral, where the original order has boon passed 
by the Custodiau, an Additional Custodian or an Authorised Deputy 
Custodian : 

Provided that where the appeal is preferred on the ground that the person 
aggrieved is not an evacuee wiCiiri the meaning of sub-e'ause ( lii ) of clause ( d ) 
of section 2, or that the property is not evacuee properly within the meaning 
■of sub-clause (9) of clause (/) of section 2, the appeal shall be preferred in the 
manner prescribed in section 25. 

(2) The Custodian to whom an appeal is preferred under clause (a) of sub- 
section (1) may dispose of it himself or may make if over for disposal to an 
Additioual Custodian or to a Deputy Custodian authorised by the Custodian 
in writing in this- behalf (in this Chapter referred to ns *he Authorised Deputy 
Custodian) : 

Provided that no appeal from an order of a Deputy Custodian shall be made 
over for disposal to the Authorise 1 Deputy Custodian 

26. Appeals from otheT orders, — (I) Any person aggrieved by an order,— 

(a) under section 7 declaring Ins property as evacuee property on the 
ground that he is an evacuee vi'liin the meaning of sub-clause (tit) of 
clause ( d ) of section 2, or that the property is ovacuco property within the 
meaning of sub-clause (2) of clause (/) of section 2, or 

(fi) under section 22 declaring nny property of an intending evacuee 
to be ovacuee property, 

vtnn.y prefer an appeal, in such mnnner and within such time as may be pres- 
cribed, to the District .Tudgo nominated in this behalf by the Stqtp Govorn- 
,Tment, 
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(2) For the purpose of hearing any appeal under sub-section ( 1 ) the State 
Government shall nominate one or more District Judges and define the local 
limits of their jurisdiction. 

26, Powers of review or revision of Custodian, etc, — (2) The Custodian, 

Additional Custodian or Authorised Deputy Custodian may at any time, either 
on his own motion or on application made to him in thia behalf, call for the 
record of any proceeding under this Act which is pending before, or haa 
been disposed of by, an officer suborlinate to him for tho purpose of satisfying 
himself as to the legality or propriety ot any orders passed in the said proceed- 
ing, and may pass such order in relation thereto as he thinks fit : 

Provide l lhaf the Custodian, Additional Custodian or Aulhoiisod Deputy 
Custo lian bliall not pass nil oidtr under this sub-section revising or modifying 
any order prejudicial to any person without giving such person a reasonable 
opportunity of being heard. 

Provided further that if one of the officers aforesuid takes action under this 
sub-section, it shall not bo competent for any other officer to do so. 

(8) The Custodian, Additional Custodian or Authorised Deputy Custodian 
(but not a Deputy or an Assistant Custodian) may, after giving notice to the 
parties concerned, review his own order. 

(3) The Custodian, Additional Custodian or Authorised Deputy Custodian, 
may from time to time, on application made to him in this behalf, review any 
declaration mude by him in relation to any intending evacuee: 

Provided that no such application shall be entertained unless — 

(a) where an appeal or any other proceeding in respect of such declara- 
tion is ponding under this Act, six months have elapsed from the date o£ 
the decision in such appeal or other proceeding, or 

(h) where no appeal lias been preferred, six months have elapsed from 
(lie dale oil which liie time prescribed for the filing of an appeal under this 
Act in rospoct of such declaration would have expired: 

Provided further that every declaration made in review under this sub 
section shall not take effect unless confirmed by tlie Custodian-General. 

27. Powers of revision of Custodian-General. — (7) The Onstodi m-General 
may lit any time, either on his own motion or on application made to him in 
this behalf, call for the record of any proceeding in which any District Judge 
or Custodian has passed an order for the purpose of satisfying himself as to 
the legality or propriety of any such order and may pass such order in relation 
thereto as he thinks fit: 

Provided that the Custodian-General shall not pass an order under this sub- 
section prejudicial to any person without giving him a reasonable opportunity 
of being heard. 

(?) Nolwiilisiandrag anything contained in sub-section (1), where in respect 
of a m proceeding called for under sub-section (1), the Custodian-General is 
of opinion that the District Judge is in error in holding any person not to be 
an evacuee or an\ property not to be evacuee proper! v, lie shall not pass any 
order in relation thereto but shall refer the mnlter, with his own opinion there- 
oil, to the High C'ouit to which (he District Julge is otherwise subordinate. 

(3) Any reference made under sub-section (8) shall bo heard by a 'Bench of 
tlm High Court consisting ot not less than (wo Judges, i nl (he CVtodian- 
Gonf ml shall dispose of the proceeding in accordance with the decision of the 
High Court, 
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23. finality o 1 orders under this Chapter. — Save as otherwise expressly 
provided in this chapter, every order made by the Custodian-General, District 
Judge, Custodian, Additional Custodian, Authorised Deputy Custodian, Deputy 
Custodian or Assistant Custodian shall be final and shall not be called in question 
in any Court by way of appeal or revision or in any original suit, application or 
execution proceeding. 

CHAPTER VI 
Penalties and Procedure 

29. Penalty lor failure to surrender possession ol evacuee property. — Any 

person who tails to comply with a notice or demand by or on behalf of the 
Custodian under the provisions of this Act to surrender possession of any 
evacuee property shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may 
extend to six months, or with fine, or with both. 

30. Penalty lor wrongfully paying or receiving rents, etc Any person who 

pays to or receives from any othor person any sum of money in respect of any 
property which he knows or has reason to believe to be evacuee property shall 
be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to six months 
or with fine, or with both: 

Provided that nothing contained in this section shall apply to render punish- 
able any payment made to or received by the Custodian. 

31. Penalty for concealing evacuee property.— Any person who wilfully 
conceals any property which he knows or lias reason to believe to be evacuee 
property shall bo punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend 
to two years, or with fine, or with both. 

32. Penally for causing damage to evacuee property. — Any person who 
wilfully destroys or causes damage to any evacuee property or unlawfully con- 
verts it to his ovui use shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which 
may extend to three years, or with fine, or with both. 

33. Penalty for false declaration In certain cases Any person who — 

( i ) for the purpose of obtaining an allotment or lease of any ovacuee 
property, makes a declaration or statement which is false or which he either 
knows or has reason to believo to be false, or does not believe to be true, 
or 


(ii) furnishes any return, account of information which is material to 
any of the purposes of this Act and which Ib false or which he cither 
knows or has reason to believe to be false or does not believe to be true, 

shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to three 
years, or with fine, or with both 

34. Penalty for offences not expressly provided for,— Any person who contra 

vencs any provision of this Act or of any rule or order made thereundor, or 
obstructs the lawful exercise of any power conferred by or under this Act, or 
makes default in complying with any requirement of this Act or of any rule 
or order mado thereunder, shall, if no express provision is made by this Act 
for punishment of such contravention, obstruction or default, be punishable 
"with imprisonment for a term which may extend to six months, or with fine 
or with both. 

35. Penalty for offences committed by companies. — If the person charged 
with an offence under this Act is a company or other body corporate, the 
director, manager, secretary or other officer of the company or other body 
'Corporate directly concerned in the management thereof shall, unless he proves 
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thsit tin off (.nee look- place without his knowledge or that he exorcised due 
diligence to prevent finch contravention, be deemed io be guilty of such contra- 
vention 

36. Penalty lor abetment. — Any person who abets any of the offences punish- 
able under this Act hhall be punishable with the pun shmeiit provided for the 
offence 

37. Offences to be cognizable.— Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 (Act V of 1898), all offences under this 
Act shall be cognizable. 

38. Procedure lor prosecution. — No prosecution tor any offence punishable 
under this Act shall be instituted except with the previous sanction of the 
Slate Government or of any officer authorised in this behalf, by general or 
special order, by the State Government. 

39. Offences may be tried summarily. — Any Magistrate empowered to try 
in a summary way the offences specified in sub-section ( 1 ) of section 260 of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 (Act V of 1898), may, if an application is 
made in this behalf by the complainant and the Magistrate thinks fit, try any 
offence under this Act in accordance with the provisions containod in sections 
262 to 265 of that Code, but. nothing contained in sub-section (2) of section 262 
of that Code shall apply to any such trial. 

CHAPTER VII 
Miscellaneous 

40. Restriction on transfer by evacuees 1 .— (7) No transfer of any right or 
interest m any property made in any manner whatsoever after the 14th day of 
August, 7047, by or on behalf of any person whose property is notified or 
declared to be evacuee property, shall be effective so as to confer any rights 
or remedies on the parties to such tnmsfcr oi on any person claiming under them 
unless it is confirmed by the Custodian. 

(2) An application for confirmation of such transfer may bo made by the 
transferor or the transferee or any person claiming under, or lawfully authorised 
by, either of them to the Custodian within two months from the date of 
transfer or within (wo months from the commencement of this Act or within 
two months from the date of the notification or declaration referred to in sub- 
section (7), whichever is later. 

(3) The provisions of section 5 of the Indian Limitation Act, 1908 (IX of 
1908; shall apply to an application under sub-section (2) 

(4) The Custodian shall hold an inquiry into the application in the prescribed 
in aim oi and may reject the application, if he is of opinion that — 

(a) the transaction has not been entered into in good faith or for valu- 
able consideration, or 

(5) the transaction is prohibited under any law for the time being in 
force, or 

(c) the transaction ought not to be confirmed for any other reason. 

<(d) If the application is not rejected under sub -section (4), the Custodian 
mav confirm the transfer either unconditionally or subjeot to such terms and 
conditions as he thinks fit to impose. 
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41 . Prohibition of registration ol documents in certain cases. — (1) Where 

ftny doourncnt required to be registered under the Indian Registration Act, 1908 
(XVI of 1908), purports to transfer any right or interest in any property in 
Conti avention of the provisions contained in section 20 or section -10, no register- 
ing officer shall register any such document and no revenue officer shall sanction 
any mutation of names in respect thereof, unless the party presenting the 
document for registration produces a certificate from the Custodian declaring 
thut the property is not property belonging to an intending evacuee or that 
it is not evacuee property or that the transaction has been confirmed or that 
the Custodian has given his previous approval to the transfer. 

(2) Save as otherwise expressly provided herein, nothing contained m sub- 
section (I) shall be deemed to affect the provisions contained in the Payment 
of Taxes (Transfer of Property) Act, 1049 (XXU ol 1949), or in any other law 
for the time being in ioice relating to the registration ol documents. 

42. Submission of Information to Custodian in respect of evacuee property.— 

As soon as may be but not later than sixty days from the comm an cement of 
this Act, every person who is occupying, supervising or managing any pro- 
perty without the approval of the Custodian which he knows or hag loason to 
believe to be evacuee property, shall submit to the Custodian or to any person 
authorized by him in this behalf full information relating to such property, 
including the date from which or the period during which ho has been occupying, 
supervising or managing it, and a detailed account of the route, profits, income 
or other benefits received from the said property from the date from which or 
for the period during which he has been occupying, supervising or managing 

it 

43. Vesting of property In Custodian not affected by death ol evacuee, etc. — 

Where in pursuance of the provisions ol this Act any property has vested in the 
Custodian, neither the death of the evacuee at any time thereafter nor the fact 
that the evacuee who lmd a right or nl crest in that property had censed to be 
an evacuee at any mahrial time shall affect the vesting or render invalid any- 
thing done in consequence thereof. 

44. Certain officers to be public servants. — The Ciislodian-Coneral, the 
Custodian and every other person duly appointed to discharge any duties imposed 
On them by this Act or the rules or orders made thereunder shall be deemed 
to be public servants within the meaning of section 21 of the Indian Penal Code 
(Act XLV of 1800). 

46. Powers of the Custodian while holding inquiry. — Tor the purposes of 
holding any inquiry under this Act, the Custodian shall have the same powers 
as arc vested in a' civil court under the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 (Act V, 
of 1908), when trying a suit, in respect of the following matters, namely — 

(a) enforcing the attendance of any person and examining him on oath; 

(b) compelling the discovery and production of documents; 

(c) any prescribed matter; 

and the inquiry by the Custodian shall he deemed to be a judicial proceeding 
within the meaning of sections 19, '! and 228 of the Indian Penal Code (Act 
XLV of I860), and the Custodian shall be deemed to be a Court within the 
meaning of sections 480 and 482 of the Code of Criminal Procedure 1898' 

(Act V of 1898). 
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46. Jurisdiction of civil courts barred In certain matters. — Save as other- 
wise expressly provided in this Act, no civil or revenue court shall have jurisdic- 
tion - 


(a) to entertain or adjudicate upon any question whether any property 
or any right to or interest in any property is or is not evaouee property ; or 

(hi to entertain or adjudicate upon any question whether any person 
is or is not an intending evacuee; or 

(o) to question the legality of any action taken by the Custodian- 
General or the Custodian under this Act; or 

( d ) in respect of any matter which the Custodian-General or the 
Custodian is empowered by or under this Aot to determine, 

47. Protection of action taken In good faith. — (1) No suit, prosecution or 
other legal proceeding shall lie against the Custodian-General or the Custodian 
or any person acting under the direction of the Custodian in respect of anything 
which is in good faith done or intended to be done in pursuance of this Act or 
of any rules or orders made thereunder. 

(2) No suit or other legal proceeding shall lie against the Central Govern- 
ment, the State Government, the Custodian-General or the Custodian or 
any other person in respect of any damage caused or likely to be caused by 
anything in good faith done or intended to be done in pursuance of this Act 
or of any rules or orders made thereunder. 

48. Recovery of arrears. — Any sum due to the State Government or to 
the Custodian under the provisions of this Act may be recovered as if it were 
an arrear of land revenue 

49. Record to be public documents.— All records prepared or registers main- 
tained under this Act shall be deemed to be publio documents within the 
meaning of the Indian Evidence Act, 1872 (I of 1872), and shall be presumed to 
be genuine until the contrary is proved 

50. Notice of suits to the Custodian. — (1) If in any suit it appears to the 
civil or revenue court that a question relating to the property of an evacuee 
or an intending evacuee is involved, the court shall not proceed to determine 
that question until after notice has been given to the OustodiaD. 

(2) A court may. at any stage of a suit or proceeding, either on its own 
motion or on application made in this behalf by the Custodian, make an order 
that the Custodian shall he added ns a party to tho suit or proceeding, if the 
court is sal is bed that sut h addition is necessarv or proper for the satisfactory 
determination of the suit or proceeding. 

51 Fees payable to the Custodian. — (1) The Stnte Government rnay 
fix the fees pavahle to the Custodian for the management or disposal of any 
property vested in him 

(3) Such fees shall be payable out of the iucome or sale proceeds of such 
property and shall be a first charge on the property. 

62. Power to exempt. — The Central Government may, by notification in the 
Official Gazette, exempt any person or class of persons or any property or class 
of property from the operation of all or any of the provisions of this Aot. 

58 Power to give directions.— The Central Government may give directions 
to any State Government as to the carrying into execution in the State 
of any of the provisions contained in this Act or of any rules or orders made 

“thereunder. 
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64. Power of Central Government to take action with regard to eyaouM 
property. — The Central Government may, foe the purpose of regulating the 
administration of any property which has vested in the Custodian under the- 
provisions of this Act, pass such order or direot such action to he taken in 
relation thereto as, in its opinion, the circumstances of the oase require rind 
as is not inconsistent with any of the provisions contained in this Act. 

06. Delegation of powers. — (1) The Centra) Government may direct that 
any power exercisable by it under this Act shall be exercisable also by such 
officer or authority subordinate to the Central Government, or by the State 
Government or by such officer or authority subordinate to the State Govern- 
ment as may be specified m the direction. 

(2) The State Government may, by general or special order, direct that 
any power exercisable by it under this Act shall, in Buch circumstances and 
under such conditions, it any, as may bo specified in the order, be exercised 
by an officer subordinate to the State Government. 

(3) Subject to the provisions of this Act and of the rules and orders made 
thereunder, the Custodiau-General may delegate all or any of bis powers under 
this Act to any Deputy or Assistant Custodian-General , 

(4) Subject to the provisions of this Act and of the rules and orders made 
thereunder, the Custodian may delegate all or any of his powers under this 
Act to any Additional, Deputy or Assistant Custodian, subject to such conditions, 
if auv, as may be specified by the Custodian. 

56. Power to make rules. — ( 1 ) The Central Government may, by notifica- 
tion in the Official Gazette, make rules to carry out the purposes of this Act. 

(2) Tn particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing 
power, such rules may provide for all or any of the following matters, namely: — 

(a) the terms and conditions of service of the Custodian-General; 

( b ) the manner in which inquiries under this Act may be held ; 

( c ) the manner in which evacuee properties which have vested in the 
Custodian may be notified ; 

(d) the manner in which possession of any evacuee property may be 
taken by the Custodian; 

(e) the manner in which any person claiming any right to, or interest 
in, any property which has been notified as evacuee property may have 
his claim registered and disposed of; 

(/) the manner in which any Attachment may be made by the 
Custodian ; 

(g) the manner in which trust properties which have vested in the 
Custodian may be administered or otherwise dealt with; 

(h) the circumstances in which, and the conditions subject to which, 
the Custodian may sell any immovable property vested in him, and the 
procedure governing the grant of leases and the period for whloh lease* 
may be granted ; 

(i) the circumstances in which leases and allotments may be cancelled 
or terminated or the terms of any lease or agreement varied; 

(/) the securities in which the Custodian may invest any moneys held 

by him; 

(k) the manner in which any moneys due to the Custodian may be 
recovered ;

(l) the form and manner in which books of accounts and other record* 
shall be maintained by the Custodian ; 

(m) the form in which any notice under this Act may be issued, the 
manner of its service and publication and the form in which any demand 
may be made by the Custodian; 

(?i ) the nature of cases and the circumstances in which and the condi- 
tions subject to whioh certificates for restoration of property under section 
10 tnay be issued ; 

(o) fhe nature of cases and the circumstances in which the Custodian 
may refer an applicant under section 16 to a civil court; 

(p) the powers vested in a civil court which may be exercised by the 
Custodian while holding any inquiry under this Act; 

( q ) the nature of cases and the circumstances in whioh the Custodian 
may confirm or refuse to confirm a transfer under section 88 ; 

(r) the form and manner in which and the time within which appeals 
and applications for revision may be preferred under Chapter V and the 
fees payable in respect thereof, 

(s) any other matter which has to be or may be prescribed under thi 

Act. 

(3) The State Government may, ' by notification in the Official Gazette 
make rules providing for all or any of the following matters, namely — 

(а) the terms and conditions of service of the Custodian and oths 
officers appointed under this Act. and for the furnishing of security by them 

(б) the work to be performed by the Custodian and the Additions 
Deputy and Assistant Custodians; 

(o) the delegation of powers of the Custodian to the Additional, Deput 
or Assistant Custodian , 

(d) the fees payable to the Custodian for the management and dispos 
of any property vested in him and the manner in which such fees shall 1 
paid ; 

(e) the persons by whom and the times at which books of acoou - 
maintained under this Act may be inspected and audited. 

57. Temporary amendment of section 54 of the Indian Income-tax Ac 
1922. — During the continuance of this Act, sub-seotion (3) oJ section 64 of tf 
Indian Income-tax Act, 1922 (XI of 1922) shall have effect as if after clan 
(o) thereof, the following clause had been inserted, namely: — 

‘ ' (p) of any such particulars to the Custodian of Evacuee Proper 
appointed under the Administration of Evacuee Property Act, 1950, i 
the purpose of enabling him to discharge the duties imposed upon h 
by or under the said Act". 

58. Repeal and saving. — ( 1 ) The Administration of Evaouee Proper 

Ordinance, 1949 (XXVII of 1949) is hereby repealed. 
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(I) The repeal by this Act of the Administration of Evacuee Property 
Ordinance, 1949 (XXVII of 1940) shall not affect the previous operation there- 
of, and subject thereto, anything done or any actiqn taken in the exercise 
of any power conferred by or under that Ordinance shall be deemed to have 
been done or taken in the exercise of the powers conferred by or under this Act, 
as if this Act were in force on the day on which such thing was done or aotion 
was taken.
